On Wednesday a telegram sent to a New York 
broker, stating that Becretary Houtwell was about 
to resign, was ro-telographed here for cGnflrmatioii. 
The statement had its origin In tho mythical sources 
of similar rm iors which aglUto political circles 
every ilay, and die away in less than an hour after 
their birth. As soon as Inquiry was made regarding 
Its authenticity, the rumor was redoubled in Its 
force and a hundrcil stories forthwiUi found circula­ 
tion confirming It, and giving reasons why Mr. 
Boutwcll desired to leave tho Cabinet. 
None of 
these, however, foond credence in well Informed 
circles until yesterday morning, when they were re­ 
peated with fl'iditional force, which induced a wide­ 
spread belief that they wore trnq, 
Bcnaihi- Bcnry Wilson was ahtóhg the most anxious 
of those who Immedialely sought Mr, Houtwell’s 
prescnoe, liccaiise ho saw in the not far distant fu- 
ture a pessibillty of tho latter’s election to the Sen­ 
ate. He failed, however, m obtaining any satmfac- 
tlon, as did all the other Benators an 1 members 
who, when the Secretary mado ills appearance at 
tlio capltfd yesieruay, thionged about biiu with 
oagcr Inquiries. 
In general conversation, however, he states that 
there Is no e.spcciai cjiuso of disagreement between 
him and the President; that although ho does nut 
cordially endorse tho St. Domingo scneine, and ue- 
lloves In Mr. Bumnor rather than BaHrr on iliat

uestion, It Is not a subject which pertains to Lis 
oiiartmcnt, and consequenily it cannot, be a cause 
of difference; that rospectlag the nomlnaMon of 
General Pleasonton there was entire accord between 
tiiein; and, llDalir. that t.hoir relations nave always 
been pleasant, both from a social and official poiut 
of view. 
It Is, nevertheless, known that there are three 
points ol dlsBgreement between them, arising ont of 
indirect opposition ol the President to Mr. Bout well’s 
wisne» regarding matters pertaining to his depart­ 
ment.

The Roman and Papal question has acquired 
IVeah interest from tho fact that tho P apal 
envoy at Versullloa has reoolved from King 
William the assurance that, so soon as the 
present war is ended, he will restore the Pope 
to his btmporal power. 
When wo remember 
tho correspondenco which took place betw een 
King William and Pius IX ., In August of this 
year, when Franco was experiencing her flrat 
serious reverses—a correspondence which did 
jn,slice to the head and heart of tlio Holy 
Father aud to the head and heart of the K ing— 
wo are not much surprised by the lutelligenoo 
that tho new Em peror of G erm any m eans to 
spread the m antle of his protection over the 
Holy Father. 
On that occasion the King, 
after having expressed his regret that he could 
not make an end of the war which had boon 
forced upon him, assured tho Pope that he 
was *hmited to him in bonds of Christian 
charity and true friendship,” 
Later, when 
the Po{ie made a direct ai>peal to King Wil­ 
liam t i protect him Iroin the spoliation threat­ 
ened by the Italian government and people, the 
Kiug, tliough be could not intcrferu with a 
friendly Pow er or with a people seeking their 
legitimate rights, begged his llolinos.s to re­ 
gard him as his “ sincere friend." 
In view of 
these fu'ts, and taking into consideration the 
known sympathies of certain iuflueatlal mom- 
b.‘rs of the Prussian C n irt, the announcem ent 
that Iviug Willi im m eans to resiorc to the 
Pope his tem poralities is deeply and seriously 
sigaifioant. 
Any one who will take the trouble to refer 
to the letter dated Septem ber 8, a id addressed 
to tho Holy Father from Rfaoims, will perceive 
that the relations betw een the two illustrious 
personages are entirely changed. 
Then Wil­ 
liam wa.s only K iag of Prussia, in the mid.st of 
a doubtful contest and striving to put down an 
arrogant and 
presum ptuous foe—his main 
purpose, after victory, being to make Germany 
a unit. 
Now be is the trium phant conqueror, 
the coininander-in-chief of tho united hosts of 
Fatherland, and the Em peror elect of that 
G nu iny which, since the days of tho great 
Otho up until 180G, was tho right arm of the 
Papal power. 
The crown which in 180G was 
laid aside by Francis the Second, of the H ouse 
of Hup.iburg-Lorraine, 
William of 
Hohen- 
zoilern is asked to resume in 1870. 
In Sep­ 
tem ber William spoke only as the K ing of 
Prussia. 
In December he speaks as the chief 
of United Germany and tho probable restorer 
of tho Holy Roman empire. 
As King of 
Prussia he spoke only in the name of the 
Protestants of tho North. 
As Em peror of 
Germany he speaks in the name of the m ighti­ 
est people in Europe, well nigh ©ne-half of 
wliora are attached to the 
Holy Catholic 
Church. 
To make good his positio» King 
William knows well that tho interests of the 
Holy Father must not bo ignored. 
The inte­ 
rest 
which 
he 
took 
in 
the 
welfare 
of 
the 
Roman 
Pontiff 
did 
much 
to 
make 
NapoL'on the 
Third w hat 
he was from 
D-cember, 
1852, 
to

1870. 
The absence of Papal sympathy from tho royal 
house of Italy is portentous ot coming trou­ 
ble. 
As Em peror of Germany and the ruler 
of BO many Catholic subjects, William will 
need the sympathy and friendship of tho Vicar 
of Christ. 
This latest promise of protection, 
or rather of assistance, seems to indicate that 
the n w Em peror of Germ any is not blind to 
his needs and to his opporluni ics. 
In connection with this m atter, and as bear­ 
ing sp ’cially on the argument, lot it not be 
forgotten that in the situation of to-day there 
is much to remind us of the days which wil- 
neSBcd the restoration of the Roman empire 
uuder Charlemagne, in the year 800, and tha 
establishment of the Holy Rom in empire, ua- 
d tr the F irst Otho, in 0G2. 
A t both those 
epochs the Bishop of Rome was in trouble. 
Ciiarlemagne and Otho each in his day crossed 
the Alps, delivered the Pope from his ene- 
mi.B, and each as his rew ard received at the 
hands of tho Vicar of Christ, in circum stances 
and amid services of becoming solemnity, 
the 
imperial 
crown. 
Tho 
Holy 
Father 
is 
again 
in 
trouble. 
Another 
and 
a 
raig ity Power, emanating from the ancient 
seat of tho Lombards, 
has 
invaded the 
dominian of tho Holy Father and reft him of 
his temporalities. 
The voice which brought 
Charlemagne and his Franks, Otho and his 
Saxons to the sunny plains of Italy and to the 
rc: cue ot the Papacy again sounds from tho 
lime-honored centre of the Christian world 
and calls for help. 
In the person of the 
Emperor elect of Germany wo behold another 
Charlemagne, another Otho. 
Tho ancient 
prophecy has been fulfilled:— “ The raven.s 
have disappeared from the summit of the hill 
where the G reat Frederick sleep s; the pear 
tree blossoms^in the valley; the resurrection 
has taken place and Germany is one.” 
Why 
should not tho new German chief, im itating 
the example of his illustrious predecessors, 
after he has subdued all his enemies, cross 
the Alps, march to Rome, reinstate the Holy 
Falher in his temporalities and receive from 
him in return that crown which was once the 
symbol of absolute and iiaiversal power? 
There are many who will be diaposed to re­ 
gard this as partaking altogether too much of 
the faucithl. 
Tho Holy Roman empire, dead 
for the last sixty-four years, and for ages noth­ 
ing more than a name, it will be said, can 
never be revived. 
King William, wo shall be 
told, is a Proiostant prince, and his P ro te st­ 
ant subjects would regard his coronation by 
the Pope as a wanton insult. 
All this is no 
doubt true; but we live in an age which is ss 
full of marvels lhat men cease lo wonder. 
The more apparently impossible tho event the 
more likely is it to happen. 
It is undeniabl 1 
that tho moment is opportune for reviving the 
ancient institution, as well as the ancieat title. 
T h er’ is nothing to hinder the Germa.is from 
making themsolvcs m asters of the whole of 
W'estern Europe. 
Franco is crushed, bleed­ 
ing, helpless. 
One brief campaign, if a cam­ 
paign were necessary, would reduce to sub­ 
jection tho Iberian and Italian 
peninsulas. 
The kings of Italy, of Portugal, of Spain, of 
France, of Belgium, of Holland, would not 
lose their separate sovereignties, because they 
recognized a superior—a common lord and mas­ 
ter. The Eastern empire restored under R rsaia, 
the W estern empire restored und'>r Prupsia, 
history would bo repeating itself in a very 
rocjiirk.ible manner. 
That King William and 
his advisers intend so to use their opportu­ 
nity vvo are by no m eans satisfied; but it is 
undeoiable 
that 
the 
opporluaitv 
exists. 


W hether tho Gorman croim will ©non more 
seek association with the sceplro of Si. P eter— 
w hether the restored empire shall he conse­ 
crated by the chief of Catholic Christendom, 
we know not. 
This, however, it seems safe 
to say, th at at tho hands of this new and 
mighty Pow er the Pope is not likely to receive 
any injury. 
While the Eastern question w aits 
for solution, while Paris still refüsea to sur­ 
render, while tho whole European horiaon is 
black with portentous olouds, it is gratifying 
to find that the conqueror of the hour offors 
words of comfort to the aged and honored 
and now much aiBicted chief of the Catholic 
Church.

Amnesty to r the Nonth. 


The House and Senate are both deliberating 
on m easures of amnesty to the participants in 
the rebellion of five years ago. 
It is rem ark­ 
able in regard to the two general bills now 
under discussion that one, a generous, open- 
handed absolution, is tho offering of Senator 
Schurz, a lifelong advocate of the principles 
of the republican party as sot forth in tho plat­ 
form of tho w ar and ratified os the num berless 
fields of b ittle lu tho S o u th ; while the other, 
a stingy doling out of the crum bs of amnesty, 
a snarling concessU u to a great national 
dem and—in fact, an addition and m ultiplica­ 
tion of penalties under the false pretence of 
amnesty—Is the work of G eneral B utler, a 
w ar republican, who was a zealous dem ocrat 
unlii the opening of hostilities drew a longi­ 
tudinal dividing line betw een the two parties 
and left Butler on the republican side. 
These 
two bills, besides causing very heated debate 
in the two houses, are eulisliug th^ active 
interest of the country at large. 
Tho Legis­ 
latures of some of the Southern States are 
instruoilng their Senators to vote for the 
m easure proposed by Mr. Schurz and request­ 
ing their representatives to favor Mr. F arn s­ 
worth’s generous substitute for General B ut­ 
ler’s 
bill 
in 
the 
House. 
Tho 
negroes 
in 
the 
South 
send 
mem orials 
favor­ 
ing 
the 
generous 
offering, 
against 
the 
piecem eal 
pretence, 
and 
we 
doubt 
not 
th at 
Senator 
Revels 
and 
R epresentative 
Rainey, the two colored men of Congress, will 
vote for the most generous bill. 
These are 
the people most directly interested in tho m at­ 
ter. 
While all N orthern people have their 
sym pathies interested one w ay or another, the 
people ot the South feel the need of am nesty 
pressing daily upon them personally, or see it 
pressing upon their near neigbbtrs. 
They 
are, thcrefere, most competent t# judge of the 
expediency of granting full pardon and re- 
enfranchisem ent to tho men who nine years 
ago commenced a rebjllion and five years 
ago gave it up, and their voice should have 
weight. 
A s for G eneral Bntler, it m ust be rem em ­ 
bered bo is what the law yers call a prejudiced 
juror. 
H e has already formed bis opinion, 
and has quite likely been influenced in the 
formation of it by his deep-rooted dislike of 
the Seuthern people generally. 
F ort Fisher 
and Dutch G ap rankle too deeply to leave him 
unbiassed. 
One of his principal coadltionsof 
amnesty—the cessation of all law suits on 
either sido growing out of the w ar—has a sus­ 
picious look. 
It seems even quite likely that 
the diplomatic statcem an of Essex is trylag to 
play a “ sinful gam(i” under cover of amnesty. 
He has had his own harassing experience of 
these war litigations-prob.ibly more than any 
other official of the Union arm y—in fact, 
he runs a muck of law suits w heicver bo 
leaves the House, and he doubtless has the 
idea in his head of securing amnesty for him­ 
self before he will give it to his enemies. 
Butler’s bill in a nutshell, then, amounts to 
about this :— “ Congress will pardon you (with 
ten exceptions) if you will pardon B utler.” 


T h e D nililiiis S la u g h te r. 
The investigation as to the causes of the 
direful calam ity resulting from the fall of tho 
piano factory on Thirty-fifth street 
having 
been formally commenced by the coroner, tho 
public will scan with anxious scrutiny the tes­ 
timony to be evolved in th at investigation. 
Probably the public verdict has already been 
pronounced, and that verdict is em phatically 
against the Inspector of Buildings, Mr. Mac­ 
Gregor, as the one upon whom tho fearful re­ 
sponsibility rests. 
The law is so clear, and 
bis duties under the law are so well defined, 
that there is absolutely no excuse for perm it­ 
ting a building of this kind to be erected. 
We 
are well aw are that hundreds of buildings arc 
being put up every day ju st as frail as this 
one—a fact which only proves that the office 
of Inspector of Buildings is either grossly 
abused by ne,':lect of du ty on the part of the 
officials connected with it, or that it is a plea­ 
sant sinecure from which Mr. M acGregor and 
his attaches draw handsome salaries, allowing 
people to be killed and p ro p erty destroyed 
at the 
disposal 
of 
Providence. 
In the 
destruction of this building on ThiiTy-flfth 
street wo have a test case, and wo trust 
that the investigation will bo conducted thor­ 
oughly and honestly. 
Tho friends of those 
slain by this sad event, and the public at 
largo, moved by human sym pathy for the suf­ 
ferers, domaud that the responsibility shall be 
placed where it belongs.

No donbt the well-tim ed and witty 
discussion which Messrs. Cox and Law rence 
carried ®n in tho House on Thursday, on the 
subject of m ercy and amazing grace, evidently 
by preconcert, ensnared some few ©f the 
unholy members Into a knowledge ©f God’s 
Word which they wauld never have acquired by 
their sober Sunday reading or hearing of it. 
The glorious fact that there is such a book 
may have been let in even, for the first time, 
upon the darkened minds of some savage 
mem bers from the far W estern wilds, or some 
bigamous or dishonest m em bers from even 
more highly cultivated portions of the Union. 
Indeed, if these Christian readings had been 
instituted earlier wo 
m ight 
have 
bad a 
better record of Congressional m orality.

Bowen, of South Carolina, and Mr. Butler, of

L.esl»lative Deadhead*. 


The proposition ponding in Congress for the 
abolition of the franking privilege brings up 
the whole question of the deadhead system so 
prevalently indulged in by the members of 
State 
and National 
Legislatures. 
Railroad 
com panies, 
telegraph companies, steam ship 
com panies and even express companies are re­ 
m arkably liberal in extending privileges—that 
is the polite expression for a very moan and 
discreditable business—to public men. 
The 
great railroad corporations which occasionally 
require legislative favors take pains to smooth 
the way to them by the distribution of annual 
passes to members and officers of State Legis­ 
latures. 
Tho telegraph, steam ship and ex­ 
press comp anics do tho same. 
Tho extent to 
which this system of indirect corruption is c a r­ 
ried on is positively disgraceful to us as a peo­ 
ple, and is calculated to make republican in- 
Btitutions a scoff and a byword among nations 
whoso public men are of too high a stam p to be 
approached or affected by such paltry con­ 
siderations. 
The franking privilege is a part of the same 
deadhead sys'vcm. 
There is no more reason 
w hy the mails of a Senator or Congressm an 
should be carried free by tho governm ent than 
his person should be by railroad or steam ­ 
ship companies, or than his m essages should 
be by telegraph companies. 
Wo are apt to 
boast of the equality of all men under our in­ 
stitutions, and yet there is no highly civilized 
country where such inequalilles are perm itted 
to exist. 
The Postm aster General shows that 
nothing but the exercise of tho franking privi­ 
lege prevents tho reduction of letter postage 
from three to two cen ts; and wo suppose that, 
if the deadhead system was abolished by tho 
W estern Union Telegraph Company, it would 
not be necessary to increase tho rates to those 
who pay for their m essag es. 
Thus the people suffer directly from the ex­ 
istence of this pornicious and most discredi­ 
table system. 
AVhat they suffer indirectly by 
its evil influence on legislation may easily be 
inferred. 
Wo hope, therefore, 
that when 
mem bers of Congress are placed on the popu­ 
lar level in regard to tho mails of tho United 
States, a law may also be enacted declaring 
the acceptance of deadhead passes from rail­ 
road, steamship, telegraph and other com­ 
panies a penal offence, subjectiig legislativo 
and other officials to expulsion from office. 
By this m eans we may escape from w hat is now 
a public reproach to us as a people. 


G overnor H olden goes to his impoachment 
as if he were going to be banged. 
On Friday 
ho professed religion and to-day he is to be 
baptized. 
H e might have entertained some 
hope, even after he chose to accept th ise 
fam iliar accom panim ents of the scaffold, but 
he has cut away all chance of safety by 
oecurlng Ben B utler as Ids counsel.

A t a moment when the gevernm ent of G reat 
B ritain is about to reopen—perhaps reaffirm— 
its troublesom e and belligerenf policy tow ards 
the people of the United States with respect 
lo the British-A m erlcan fisheries rights line, it 
is well to recall the fact that England has at her 
very door, on the coast of Ireland all round, 
an abundant, Inoxhaastible source of wealth 
in deep sea fisheries which she will not deign to 
look at—which she neglects even to exhaustion. 
H ere, again, her statesm en show them selves 
governed by a dog-in-the-manger system of 
policy; 
for not only will they not afford 
encouragem ent 
to 
British 
capitalists 
to 
develop tho Irish fisheries, but they persist­ 
ently prevent tho Irish from attem pting to do it 
themselves. 
Tho im perial governm ent ob­ 
tained a sole control over tho fisheries of Ire­ 
land by the Act of Union. 
Since tho A ct 
came into operation—in tho 
year 1800— 
the 
Irish 
fisheries 
interests 
have 
gone 
down gradually to pauperization. 
This fact is 
m ade apparent on British official authority. 
The governm ent Inspectors of Irish Fisheries— 
Messrs. J. A. Blake, Thomas F. Black and 
M ajor H ayes—have ju st made their report on 
the subject for the year 18G9. 
The docum ent 
shows that the Irish flsherios are languishing 
to 
destruction, 
tho 
able-bodied 
fishers— 
tho 
“ dark 
men 
ot 
Connem ara” 
and 
B allard 
and 
A rran—have 
either 
emi­ 
grated to A m erica or given up the w ork; 
tho bo.ata and tackle are of the most frail 
and wretched doscriplion, and tho total de­ 
crease of the property and in hands w ithia tho 
last ten years am ounts to 2,G97 boats and 
10,77G men and boys. They consider that “ no 
great improvomoat can be, looked for in tho 
Irish Sea fisheries unless loans are advanced 
to fishermen for tho purchase and repair of 
their boats and g ear.” 
Their inquiries into tho 
subject of traw ling led them to tho conclusion 
th at the prohibition against trawling, “ while 
inflicting great injury on fisliiag enterprise, 
did not benefit the interests intended to be 
served.” 
Not being authorized to expend 
money in the collection of statistics, the in­ 
spectora “ found it very difficult to procure 
trustw orthy inform ation regarding the capture 
of fish ; but they ascertained that the take of 
herrings on tho east coast alone in I8G9 was 
over jE 150,000 worth.” 
The quantity of oysters 
taken 
during 
tho 
year 
was 
about 
an 
avera.go not exceeding X50,000 w orth. The sal­ 
mon fiaheri'3 wore most pro.sperous, and there 
is a m arked increase in the broediag stock in 
the rivers. 
Tho quantity of salmon captured 
in 18GÍ) was “ far greater than in the preced­ 
ing year. 
The amount exported to Liverpool 
was 11,08G boxes, and to London 8,880 boxes, 
the former being greater than ia any year for 
tho last ten y ears.” 
Now, here is a splendid field for the exercise 
of English governm ental care and also for 
British enterprise. 
Let tho Engli.sh govern­ 
m ent turn its eyes from the Bay of B'lmdy to 
the Bay of Galway aud then endeavor to do 
something for the fishermen of Ireland, leav­ 
ing the fishers of America to take care of them ­ 
selves.

shows that the m llltia, the arm ed force of th© 
T erritory—which according t© law shodld be 
under the command and control of the Gov­ 
ernor, and, through him, of federal authority, 
according to tha general organic law of tha 
Territories—has been always virtually under 
the command of Brigham Young and his ex­ 
traordinary bishops. 
Ho makes it plain that 
the immediate and pressing exigency now i« 
to vindicate that law and retnodul the m ilitia 
of the Territory. 
In point of fact, his letter 
suggests lhat the arm ed force of the Territory 
should be virtually federal, and, under the 
peenliar circum.stancos of this case, not local 
at all. 
The federal courts, therefero, m ust 
Intervene and s jt thU m atter right as a pre­ 
lim inary to the final settlem ent of this vexed 
and dangerous question. 
But this is altogether a tangled skein and 
will require great patience and forbearance. 
Tho position of the Union towards Mormon- 
dom ia one which forbids any reckless action, 
which, in the fanatical state of the Mormoas, 
might so easily load to deplorable calam ities. 
This is a case for patience and slatesm anship. 
Tho Union has—quite blamelessly, it could 
not avoid tho mischief—but still it lias allowed 
a large body of fan;itical thoocratlsts and poly­ 
gam ists to establish itself withia its nominal 
jurisdiction. 
A vast Inierest has grow n up, 
and a social institution, involving the lives 
and fortunes of tens of thousands of innocent 
women and children, has boon perm itted to get 
a firm grip of a large district. 
All are agreed 
that this state of things m ust cease. 
But we 
cannot approve the hasty tem per of any man, 
if such there be, who would not exhaust every 
art of patient, deliberative statesm anship to 
insure that it shall cease without bloodshed 
and the sacrifice of helpless lives. 
This can bo 
done if the whole business bo maafuUy faced 
and the nature of the difficulty be thoroughly 
studied. 


The very first condition ©f safety would 
appear to be to accum ulate federal troops in 
tho Territory ia sufficient force to insure the 
due execution of tho flat of the federal courts 
in bringing the militia itself under the legal 
federal control; for it m ust not bo forgotten 
that the decree of the federal court breaking 
up the pseudo milLia at present in existence 
has no force to back it except the federal 
force. 
T hat ready obedience to the fiat of ths 
federal judicature which is Q e glory of this 
land cannot, we are expressly told, bo reck­ 
oned on in Utah, where resistance h openly 
threatened. 
A decision of the federal judge 
against the present militia might, therefore, 
in the abs mce of adequate federal force, pre­ 
cipitate a conflict betw een the G entile and 
Mormon elem ents of tho population, 
who 
already confront each other in a state ot 
growing and perilous exasperation. 
We sig­ 
nalize this possibility of 
m ischief to the 
authorities at W ashington; for It would be a 
subject of great reproach to tho President and 
his advisers if this tragi-com edy of polygamic 
Mormoudom wore to end ia a veritable tragedy 
which would set platform oratory on fira 
throughout a'l tho laud. 
F irst we say, and, above all things, let such 
force be accum ulated in Utqh as shall compel 
Brigham Young and his misguided people to 
abide by such legislative and executive action 
as may be taken to break up tho system, or 
else depart bodily with his disciples Irom the 
jurisdiction of the Union. 
Lot there not be a 
possibility left to him and his of making an 
arm ed re;nstanco which would certainly be put 
down in tho end, aud into which It would be 
almost crim inal to tem pt him by leaving the 
armed Union power weak at this critical mo­ 
ment. 
A m igration en npt,m is always open 
to the Mormons instead of submission, though 
where they could go is very doubtful. 
Once 
having Hlrongthened tho Uuion force withia 
the T erritory to the point of visible irresisti­ 
bility, we should bo free to devise and execute 
ju st and comprehensive schemes for abating 
the whole evil. 
Upon this point we shall be brief to-day, 
because wo m iy recur hereafter more fully 
to this weighty subject, which challenges Chris­ 
tian charity and legislative skill in no common 
degree, and which it would bo a veritable 
triumph to deal with siiccessinlly. 
Wo would 
observe, then, and empbasizn tho observation 
for the benefit of every serious m an w ithin the 
Union, that, so far as we know, there is no 
precedent in history for tho aiioccsslul break­ 
ing up by legislative acts of a polygamic sys­ 
tem. 
The problem of doing tWs touches upon 
the most subtle and delicate difficulties with 
which tho legislator and adm inistration havo 
to deal— tha regulation of the sexual life which 
certain men. and woman may choo.sa withiu four 
walls to load. 
Ths sword it is which in past 
ages has cut such knots, as when Dominic 
carried fire and sword through Languedoc in 
the Middle Ages and exterm inated tho Alblgon- 
ses. 
We are certainly not going to 
uso 
any 
such 
means 
now; 
and, 
therefore, 
wo are bound to bo patient and titoughlful, to 
find out what peaceful and legislative means 
are appropriate to accomi)ii.shing an object 
which never yet has been ui-rived .it without 
m assacre, proscription, oxteraiiiiatiou. 
The 
thing can be done, we are sati.sfi >d; and wo 
shall shorlly make some suggestions on the 
subject. 
Tho problem, wc are satiified, is not 
beyond the reacli of statesm anship; but it 
cannot ba solved by mere laws punishing 
polygamy as such and suddenly summoning to 
the felon 8 dock a Bet of men wlioui we have 
for so m any years recognized as proprlolon, 
local offici'rs, and so forth, and whoso offence 
has been so long condo .ed. 
We must approach 
this question reineiubering our responsibility 
for the past; 
and we are satisliod th at so 
dealing with it wo can rectify tho evil peace 
fully for tho future. 
At all events, let us so deal with the m atter 
as to be free from all Hell-roproach for any 
cal.imilies that may iuipeud, and so that we 
may feel that these are not due to ourelessncsa 
or intem p ;ranco on our pan, but to tho “ puro 
cusstdncsa” of theso incorrigible and cinbar-- 
raBfling Apostles.
